An informed source in the state 
highway department said today 
that weather and money have pre­ 
vented resurfacing work on the 
three-mile stretch of the Levit­ 
town Parkway. 
The source said the parkway 
was in need of major resurfacing 
and it would be done eventually, 
although “it might or might not 
be done in 1963.” He said nothing 
could be done till warmer weath­ 
er. 
The spokesman estimated the 
resurfacing at between $125,000 
and $150,000 and said “it's some­ 
thing that can’t be done over­ 
night.’’ He said the department 
based its estimate on a six-mile 
stretch (three miles each way) 
at $15,000 a mile, excluding drain­ 
age, curbing and other work. 
Taken Over In ’62 
The state highway department 
took over the parkway on Jan. i, 
1962. Before that, it was main­ 
tained by the townships of Falls, 
Bristol, and‘Middletown, and Tul­ 
lytown Borough. 
“When the department took ovr 
the stretch,” the spokesman said, 
“it was already in deplorable con­ 
dition.” He said it was never built 
right in the first place and the 
blame could be placed on the 
Levitt Co.

Another purpose of the meet­ 
ing was to discuss the advisabil­ 
ity of appointing a steering com­ 
mittee to meet with state legis­ 
lators from Bucks County. Ac 
cording to James Smith, head of 
the Pennsbury community college 
committee, they would meet to 
discuss the bill to establish a jun 
ior college system craning before 
the next session of the legisla­ 
ture. 
Smith said the steering com 
mittee will be formed in the near 
future and that after the com­ 
mittee meets with the legislators 
it will hold a public hearing. 
The community college, Ben­ 
der explained, serves its imme­ 
diate area. The courses offered 
are based on a determination of 
business, industrial needs in its 
locality. 
The courses are designed to fill 
this void, he said, drawing from 
a pool of students who are unable 
to attend universities and col­ 
leges. Bender said that a pre­ 
liminary study has revealed that 
Bucks County’s industrial needs 
are primarily 
in 
the 
field 
of 
metalurgy and chemistry.

Dr. Raab explained that a com­ 
munity college differs from an 
institution in that courses offered 
by the institution are formulated 
to sejve the needs of the spon­ 
soring institutions.

Would Be Designed 
IMM 
$3,000,000 High School May 
Be Built In Fairless Hills

Negotiations are underway for 
the purchase of land in the rear 
of the Medill Bair 
—William 
Penn High Schools, Fairless Hills, 
for the Pennsbury System’s new 
$3,000,000 high school. 
This was announced 
at 
last 
night’s meeting of the Pennsbury 
Joint School Board held at Medill 
Bair. 
James Smith, chairman of the 
site committee, said a presenta­ 
tion had been made to the Dan- 
herst Corp., owners of the land, 
and that the corporation had sub­ 
mitted a counter-proposal to the 
committee together with a set (rf 
plans detailing the area. 
Smith said his committee had 
not yet acted on - the counter­ 
proposal but would do so shortly. 
“The amounts involved in both 
proposals are not too far o ft” he 
said. He declined to reveal the 
exact figures. 
Approximate Figure 
In answer to a question from 
the floor, Dr. Charles Muschell, 
regional 
superintendent 
of 
the 
Pennsbury Schools, said the ap­ 
proximate cost of the building 


would be $3,000,000 with the com­ 
pletion date set for Sept. 1967. 
The new building will occupy a 
site of approximately 23 acres, 
making a three - building, L- 
shaped complex on a total of IOO 
acres. Smith said the new build­ 
ing, since it will be designed for 
about 1,600 pupils, will “probably 
be more than a single story.” 
A visitor, Henry A. Lease, 2005 
S. Crescent Blvd., Lower Make- 
field, asked Dr. Muschell if the 
proposed school site w ould reduce 
the bus transportation problem.

48 Per Cent 
The Levittown, Bristol and Corn­ 
wells Heights stations of the Penn­ 
sylvania Railroad reported an in­ 
crease of about 40 per cent. 
E. R. Montgomery, passenger 
agent for the Pennsylvania Rail­ 
road for the Levittown to Tor- 
resdale area, said, "We had about 
40 per cent more people in Lower 
Bucks stations and about 60 per 
cent more at the Torresdale sta­ 
tion." 
Montgomery said that the closer 
to Philadelphia the stations are, 
the more traffic could be expect­ 
ed. 
He said that

normally 
there would be about five passen­ 
ger cars per train, this morning 
there were eight.
